Basketball's Final Moment 

Basketball is fast receding into the past and baseball 
is coming to the fore. All that remain are the annual series 
between a select group of college senior all-stars and the 
Harlem Globe Trotters and a series of games between the 
two top AAU teams, an all-star service team, and an all- 
star college group led by such greats as Russell and Jones 
of San Francisco, Freeman of Ohio State, Cain of Iowa, 
Lear of Temple, and others. From these two AAU teams 
and the service and college stars will come the members of 
this year’s Olympic team. 

The recent tournament firing probably indicated to all 
except a small minority that San Francisco’s Dons are 
without a doubt the undisputed national champs. A few 
dissenters perhaps will cast a smattering of votes for 
Louisville. Yet Louisville lost 3 games, including one hor¬ 
rible 99-59 pasting at the hands of Xavier of Ohio. The 
Dons, on the other hand, have now won 55 straight over 
two years. Granted they have played some weak sisters. 
But when the chips were down they won just as easily over 
the top ones as they did the weak clubs. The downed UCLA 
in the NCAA regional by better than 20 points to end that 
team’s 18-game winning streak. They downed SMU by 
18 in the semi-finals to end its 19 game streak and in the 
finals they downed Iowa (GROAN) by 12 to end its 17 
game streak. Now, what more can you do than this. 

A Look at the National League 
Will the Bums romp over the field again this year? 
That is the big question among National League fans. Not 
on your life, says Charlie Grimm of the Milwaukee Braves 
and some agree. They can’t get off to such an over-power¬ 
ing lead this year is the attitude of Grimm and his backers.

Can 
he approach his form of last year (and especially prior to 
September), or was his work in the Series the real tip-off. 
There he was more hindrance than help, it will be recalled. 
Also, can Erskine regain his form of two years ago. And 
what will Loes do? And Bessent, a big help in the stretch, 
is lost for a while with an operation. 

Yet the Bums have those big bats and they aren’t all 
going to stop pounding out the hits at once. The Bums 
plugged one ’’weak” spot when they got Jackson from the 
Cubs to play third, and he hit some 27 home runs for the 
Cubs. And there are still Snider, Hodges, Furillo, Campa- 
nella, Reese, Robinson, Gilliam, and oh, yes, don’t forget 
Amoros. 

The Challengers 

Milwaukee is touted as the strong challenger, but the 
Braves have their troubles and will in fact be left at the 
gate if Conley’s shoulder does not respond. This big boy 
could beat the Bums like Maglie in his prime, and is certain 
of greatness IF. Then there is Spahn, good but getting 
no younger and starter of only one game the past three 
years against Brooklyn. Also Burdette and Buhl, fine 
pitchers but ones who don’t win the way the experts say 
they should. 

The Braves have a three-fourths great infield, both 
fielding and hitting, in Adcock, Logan, and Matthews ; but 
there is also a position known as second base and as far as 
hitting goes, both Dittmer and O’Connell might as well stay 
in the dugout. Same in the outfield. Aaron is a solid star 
and Bruton plenty good, but then what—solved if Bobby 
Thomson should ever regain his form.

But if Haddix goes as he 
can and Mizell rounds into the pitcher they say he is, the 
Cards will have the best left-handers in the league, with 
a vastly underrated performer of last year, LaPalme, in 
the bullpen. But again, unfortunately, the Bums are sup¬ 
posed to murder the left-handers though the World Series 
did not quite bear this out. Also, they have Schmidt to 
top the right handers and Poholsky, who has been showing 
great form. 

They lack a great catcher and are a bit weak in hitting 
at short. If Frankie could get Banks from the Cubs, what 
a team that would be. 

The Rest of the League 

Fighting each other just as viciously will be the Cubs 
and the Pirates: the trophy—to finish seventh. The Cubs 
have Banks, holder of the all-time home run record for 
shortstops and also holder of the all-time major league 
record for grand slam homers in a single season. Now if 
they had someone else. But the Cubs have one thing; 
they can beat the Cards and they might just do it often 
enough again to keep the St. Louisans out of the first di¬ 
vision.
